PRACTICAL DEFEAT OF THE AMNESTY BILL. 
Wasuineron, D. C., April 17.—The Repub- 
lican Senatorial caucus to-day, with thirty- 
six out of fifty-eight Republican Senators 
voting, decided by sixteen to twenty that the 
House emnesty bill should not be considered 
by the Senate at this session. Although more 
than thirty-six were present, there were sev- 
eral who dodged the issue, and thereby 
allowed the proposition to go by default. It 
was noticeable that the Presidential influence 
secured this result; for, while Senators Sher- 
map, Wilson and the two South Carolina Sen- 
ators and Hill, of Georgia, urged that the bill 
should be passed to follow the Kuklux bill 
as an olive branch tendered to the Soutb, 
Senators Morton, Chandler, Edmunds, and 
Conkling, the special representatives of the 
views and interests of the Admivistration, 
violently oppescd any such legislation. Mr. 
Chandler became yery excited over it, while 
Mr, Edmunds threatened two weeks’ debate 
if it was allowed to come up in the Senate. 
This threat influenced a good many who 
were suxious to get home at once. 
Chandler said: *You 
and you rotify the 
you apologize for your legislation against the 
Kuklux.” And he added that he saw no 
reason why the South was deserving of am- 
besty now any more than when Lee surres- 
dered, tor they did not accept the situation as 
fully as they did then. There was time 
enough, he believed, to grant amnesty next 
session. Messrs. Morton and Conkling 
thought Copngrese had better wait and see 
how the South behaved during the recess. 
REOPENING OF THE LEGAL TENDER QUBSTION. 
The Supreme Court will havea full bench 
to-morrow, with Chief Justice Chase presid- 
ing, and Justice Wilson, who has been acting 
as one o: the high commissioners, will be 
present to hear the reargument on the consti- 
tutionality of the legal-tender act. The de- 
tails of the two cases bave been argued before, 
acd the argument to-morrow will, 
therefore, be confined to the fol- 
lowing points: Ist. Is the act 
of Corgress, Known as the legal tender act, 
constitutional? Second, !s it valid as appli- 
cable to transactions siace its passage? Rep- 
resentative Potter, of New York, will appear 
for the plaintiffs, and the Attorney General 
for the Government. The former wil! make 
the opening and closing arguments. 


MR. CAMPBELL’S SEAT AS&URED. 

The ¢fforte of certain uneasy politicians in 
the Third Ohio District to reopenthe con 
test against Hon. Lewis D. Campbell have 
come to naught. The worst feature of the 
movement is that General Schenck appeared 
in the back ground and endorsedit. His 
eflort to take advantage of Col. Campbeli’s 
absence in Ohioa day after the latter had 
used his ipfluence to prevent a fatal objection 
from the Democratic side to the consideration 
of the Senate bili to pay Schenck bis salary, 
while he remaius in this country, as Minister 
to England, betrays au ingratitude that fur- 
nishes its own comments. The Committee 
on Elections, however, at their meeting this 
morning, upanimously refused to consider 
the appeal of Schenck’s friends for a reopen- 
ing of the ease, aud commested on the evi- 
dence presented as frivolous. In the very 
ward where it is alleged one hundred 
newly discovered fraudulent votes were 
cast for Campbell), that gentleman runs ac- 
cordivg to the official count more than that 
number behind his ticket. Such continued 
staffing as that of a ballot-box would have 
left him at bome. 

PROSPECT FOR A MORE FAVORABLE KUKLUX

ral bill than was passed by the Senate. It is 
agreed by the conference already that the test 
oath for jurors shall be abolished. The prin- 
cipal point of difference is on the Senate 
proposition that required that persons shall 
bave itdemnity from the citizens of the 
county in which they live.

There should have been a prvubationary 
term and suffrage should have come, if at 
all, by a domestic and natural, nota vio- 
dictive, coercive, federal process. But, in 
spite of the argument against it, the work 
of enfranchisement was accomplished; fair 
or fou), it was introduced into the national 
Constitution; fair or foul it has been taken 
into most of the State constitutions. How 
shall we get rid of it short of revolution?

These are questions to be considered by 
the Democracy of the South as they have 
already been decided by the Democracy o, 
the North, and to be determined, with all 
the light of experience, of passing events 
and of future con tingencies.

Nobody has ever ques- 
tioned the bravery and socal of Concral 
GARIBALDI, or the earnestness with 
which he fought for his principles. But 
bis ill-timed zeal, his fanaticism in the 
pursuit of his ideal,-are the very things he 
is blamed for. The papers that have cen- 
sured his conduct in France do not accuse 
him ot any want of bravery, or of a care- 
less and incompetent management of the 
troops under his command, but of indis- 
cretion in the treatment of the inhabitants 
of the district in which he held command. 
It he had not shocked them in their feel- 
ings and prejudices by 4 persecution of 
their priests, to whom they cling with a 
reverence akin to awe, he might have 
swelled the ranks of hisarmy to such 
numbers as to have rendered effective ser- 
vice to the country he came to help. The 
very arguments he brings forward in his 
defense seem to beso many charges against 
him.

‘bited States can afford to address such ex- 
travagant and inflammatory appeals to the 
passions of the poor people straggling up 
amoug us to the moral and intellectual levet 
of the government—telling them they are! 
being murdered under that free government 
by tens and hundreds—is a question to be set- 
tied, not by my individual judgment, but by 
the jadgmert of meu of honor and self-respect 
throughout the nation.

This is founded on the 
belief that the result of the present crop has 
been disappotaoting to planters, and that more at- 
tention will be paid to grain and other products. 
it is too early yet tocome to a decided opinion, 
but we tnoclineto be'leve that le-s land wiil be 
planted, and there is 00 doubt whatever that 
far less artificial manure w!'l be applied. But 
the main point io determining the next crop 
will be the weather, anu it is felt that afier two 
remarkably fine seasons the chances are againat 

third one, and the difference o6n hat 
score alope might be very great. Altogether ihe 
feciiog In America is strong that bo such crop 
as ibe last cap be made next season, and we bave 
little doubt that this feeling will strengthen as 
tbe year goes on, and form a strong back yround 
to cur markel.

We hive not inthis review alluded to foreign

extremely bare both of cotton and goojs, and 
only needs peace and order to have a prosperous 
trade.

The Killing of peskee Bowman at 
Greencastie. 

Last Saturday afternoon, at Greencas' le, Indi- 
apna, Durben Bowman, eldest son of Dr. Bowman, 
President of Asbury University, was shot, and 
be died of the injuries received, on Sunday alter- 
noon, On Saturday, deceased was sitting with 
some companions nearalivery stable. As he 
left the piace he brought a chair on which he had 
been sitting along with him. The owner of the 
stadle falling to recover the cbair, which seems 
to have been bis pruperty, he and a marshal 
attempted to arrest Bowman at a saloon. Fear- 
ing thatthey could not accomplish their object 
without moré assistance, they called upon a 
young man named James Franks toaid them. 
Bowman appeared to take offense at~Franks 
being asked to assi-t, and stepping up to where 
he sat, threw a tumbler of waterin his 
fecé; a querrel was the result, and Bowman, 
takitg@ out a knife, attempted to cut Franks. 
Franks then drew a revolver and discharged 
four shots at Bowman,two of which peaetrated 
the abd: men, one lodging in the backbone, after 
baying traverseed the liver. Franks hay been 
admitied to bail tn $10,000. The people at Green- 
casile express the warmest sympathy for the 
family of the deceased, and the excitement in 
the locality ts said to be very great.

Dudley febra Champions the Cause 
of His Race and Replies to 
the Recent Onsiaught. 


THE COLORED PEOPLE IN COUNCIL. 


The following lecture was delivered test night 
in Quinn’s chapei, by Dudley Alcorn, #!tas 
Dadley Sebra, a colored preacher, in answer tO 
the leewure of Dr. Rivers, on the subject of “The 
negrota his retation to the white race.” Duad- 
ley Sebra, or Alcorn, as be-is known to som, 
sas the siave of Mr. Sebra in 1863, Tbis 1s but 

a sketch of bis tecture, covtaining the mala 
gotete touched upon during his discourse: 

Not epjoyiug the many and great advantages of 
education to develop the mind as the Rev. Dr. 
Riv re, yet I attempt to answer his eloquent 
but most upchristian address on the Relation of 
the African Race to the Waite Race, in the Past, 
Present and Future. 

In the Orat place he states that “there are no 
gape por chasms tn the creation of God.”’ Very 
wellthen. Weadmitthere are none, as God Is 
without beginning of days or end of life; but 
being God, without the pewer of any one to eall 
up bis existence. But I contend tbat various 
changes have taken piace, both as to the rela- 
tion of my race and his, in the providence of 
God, since their creation. 

He also states that any attempt to subvert the 
laws of God is attended by ru‘nous resuits as far 
as the attempts are successful; and gays that tbe 
law of the Creator in reference to mind ts this; 
That the development of intellect Is dupendeal 
on contact With the superior mind. 

Very well. Admit that such Is the case, though 
the reverse is true. I shall here confute this by 
remarking that of one blood God created ail na- 
tions of men. Now, given certain minds capable 
of improvement, and endow them with the 
same innate ideas, the same thougbts, the same 
longing for happiness, freedum, and jus:ice; and, 
as 1 remarked before, the wickednesss of one 
nation oppressed the other so long, and deprived 
them of both freedom, and bappiness, and even 
life; po wonder the stronger nation arrogates to 
itself euperior mental and moral endowments. 

Dr. Rivers has produced no evidence to estab- 
lish the dogmas he would fain promulgate. He 
states ti at under this idea, God suffered the in- 
ferior race to be broug&t from their native coun- 
thy. Now, let me ask tbe learned Doctor, where 
God goes to get idcas, or to receive induecaces? 
If that bioad ass riion be true, the Doctor’s 
premises are absurd ip ali their aspects, and Must 
be devoid of any evidence te substantiate 
them. If God changes not, as the Doctor states 
in the first part of his lecture,tben it mu:t be 
true thai the o:igtoal designs of God n:ver Were 
i.flueccca@ to permit one nation to enlave 
anotber, and to carry them captive irom their 
native country to :uffer oppression and igace 
rance not even teing permitted to $deciare 
tbat, ikeall human Delogs, they are possessed 

“of -ouls, beariog tbat relation to God 
which ali men do bear, and ever wili tnrough- 
out all time to come. 

He also statcs that separation of the loferlor 
from the superior race wiu'd tend to degrade 
the former. ‘Ibis l attemotto refute by stating 
that when I was a slave I had to live under all 
the dreadiul degradation of ignorance, poverty 
and want, while I labored forthe advancement 
of the superior race. My mind at thet time was 
paralyzed acd reiro Taiing. So with all siaves. 
Alter we were emancipated and in a degree 
separsted from those who oppressed us, we see 
many of ouriace whoare becoming maotere of 
education and gener«!] advanc: ment. 

W hile on the other hand for want of tndustrr, 
and the lack of physical capacity to labor, we 
see this so-called superior race sinking in d+ gra- 
dation ana vice, which ts eviderce conclusive 
that a separation of the two races 16 really 
working to the degradation of opeof them. We 
huve shown Which race is retrograding. Now, 
will Dr. Rivers admit the correctoess of bis own 
couclusion—to wit: that the whites are really 
inferior to the blacks? We pause fora reply.
